As I recall, the Drake "C" line uses TV "Sweep tubes" in the 
power amplifier. 
This in itself is enough to explain why the output efficiency is 
poor on 10 meters. 
Every set I have ever seen uSing sweep output tubes has the same 
troubles: 
neutralization problems or neutralization is tricky, especially 
on 10, and poor 
output efficiency on 10 meters. One must bear in mind that these 
tubes 
were never intended to be used in RF amplifier service at these 
frequencies. 
They were popular at the time because they did deliver very good 
power output 
on the lower bands and were cheap and plentiful. You could 
usually buy two 
or three of them for the price of a single 6146 at the time! 

I have a Hallicrafters SR-150 that uses a pair of 12DQ6 tubes 
and it will deliver 
about 90-100 watts on 80 and 40, but falls off to about 35-40 
watts on 10! The 
Hallicrafters SR-400's pair of 6HF5's will happily deliver 200 
watts plus on 80 
and 40, 190-200 watts on 20, 150 watts on 15, but drops off to 
about 100 watts 


on 10 meters...when they are really pushed! I usually run them 
at around 
75 watts on 10.

Sounds familiar. My last battle was with a Swan 500CX. Put in GE 6LQ6's, 
red plates on 10. Put in Japanese (Lindel) and the things a bucking 
bronco, can't make it behave no matter what I do to the neutralizing 
capacitor. Put in Sylvanias, yet a different animal. What did I learn? 
How to destroy sweep tubes! 


All them *«&%$#@! sweep toobs were designed for was to hammer ferrite core 
flyback transformers at 15.75 KHz. I don't hear 15,000 cycles worth a damn 
anymore but I used to be able to tell who in the neigborhood bought a TV 
set (back in the 50's) just by walking by their house and hearing the 
whistle! What line of comprehensive reasoning, if that's what you'd call 
it, leads one to conclude a sweep tube makes a good linear and stable 
amplifier at 30,000,000 cps??? Comparing the structure of a 6146 with a 
6LQ6 should give some clues. Sweep tube designs are not critical with 
respect to controlling interelectrode capacitances and parasitic 
inductances. They DON'T HAVE TO BE for 15 Kc. 


The use of sweep tubes just proves that engineering sucks hind tit when it 
comes to selling product, even to the "technically astute". Yup, hams 
believe crap will make them live forever too. Look at all the anntenna 
jelly sold.......

Why all the whining? I love my TR3, Swam 350 and Galaxy GT-550. 


Great radios for the times. Even now, IMHO, they sound better then some 
rice boxes with $2,000 worth of mic processing (bass bass bass) and full 
output on 10m ;-) 


Had a TS-820 (6146s in the finals) and it was rated at lower power 
output on 

10meters. Didn't bother me a bit. Ten was a great band to run low 
power, still is! 


Funny thing about 10m no body I worked ever asked if I was running less 
on ten than on 75m. 


Still have the NIB spare tubes I bought for the GT-550...after hearing 
about how they don't last, etc. Never had to replace them. I think the 
reason was something I read in the Swan 350 manual. Something about the 
current meter being heavily damped so the little needle wouldn't wrap 
itself around the pin on SSB. In any event. The secret to longevity was 
tune-up to spec IP current 


but keep SSB voice peaks below 110mA. Some folks didn't read the book 
and tried to run their voice peaks up to the CW full power point. To 
bad we didn't have Peak Reading watt meters back then...folks would have 
quickly discovered the plate current meter was not a good indication of 
power output in SSB! 


One of my favorite tubes in my collection is a 6HF5 from a Swan owner 
that didn't read the manual...the glass is melted and sucked into the 
plate. IT's a work of art, HAHA. 


My hat is off to Swan...they were the only manufacturer that explained 
the meter damping effect. Made a lot of happy owners (like me) and an 
equal amount of "clean" sounds signals, HAHA.
